Hayes the better the more they be- 
come acquainted with him. Hence 
we gire the telegraphic account of 
the Ohio Day st the Centennial and 
GOT. Hayes' speech. Thursday wa» 
Ohio Bay at the Centennial, and the 
attendance was more than usually 
great. Among the crowd present on 
the ground* were great numbers of 
OhianB, and their interest in a amia- 
ble observance of the day, added to 
general interest awakened by the 
presence on the grounds of Governor 
Hayes, gare an animation to the af- 
fair that has hardly been equaled, 
except on Pennsylvania Day. 


When Governor Hayes entered the 


Ohio State Building he was wel- 
comed by General Hawley in a short 
speech, after which the Governor 
spoke as follows: 


"On bebalf of tbe people of Ohio, 


I desire to ma!ee tbeir 
grateful 


acknowledgment to all of tbe Centen- 
nial authorities for the reception and 
cordial welcome given us. I desire, 
also, OQ behalf ol the people of the 
State of Ohio, to express our appro 
ciation of '.lie honor to us by tli? 
presence of tbe Centennial Commis- 
sioners from foreign countries wiio
